THE PLUMB PLAN 


-THE Plumb plan and the "punch" that the Brotherhoods with 
1 their fanner support have put behind it have frightened 
Wall Street as it has not been frightened in years. And the press 
agents of privilege are/fighting the plan just as they fought 
the Nonpartisan League and every other democratic movement 
by calling it horrible names calculated to frighten off the un- 
thinking and the sheepish. 


Here is perhaps the most interesting and significant thing 


about the Plumb plan. It was originated by a Middle West law- 
yer who never in his life had time or inclination to study the 
economic theories and programs of Europe. He doesn't know 
today just what the British Labor Party is proposing, or the 
difference between Communism Guild Socialism, Syndicalism 
and the various other "isms" that agitate our "intellectuals." 


Mr. Plumb never met a parlor Bolsheviki in his life and 


doesn't even read The New Republic. He doesn't talk about "a 
new world order."- He is'just a plain, old-fashioned American 
with a keen mind and a good heart and a thorough legal train- 
ing, who got drawn into the railroad problem as counsel for the 
public in its rate fights. And he has felt his way and thought 
his way along until he came to the plan that now bears his name. 


The Plumb plan came out of a realization by the railroad 


brotherhoods that they must make common cause with the pub- 
lic, because the high cost of transportation is not the result of 
fair wages for railroad workers, but of unfair profits for rail- 
road bankers. It is the answer of the railroad men to the charge 
that if they are paid enough to support their families in comfort 
and health, the rest of the country must carry a burdensome load 
in increased freight rates. 


And so the Plumb plan is a product of the soil of American 


experience, a practical, common-sense way of meeting the prob- 
lem of the hour. It was thought out by a democrat, and the 
campaign for its adoption is in charge of a Republican who used 
to be a member of the Republican National Committee—Warren 
S. Stone, grand chief of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engin- 
eers. The railroad man who first grasped-its importance is 
Austin B. Garretson, retiring president of the Order of Railway 
Conductors, a lean, lank, kindly man of the Abraham Lincoln 
tradition, who lives in Cedar Rapids, la., where he is a bank di- 
rector and a leading citizen and one of the best neighbors and 
companions in the world, with a gift for homely, forceful, vivid 
speech and a fund of knowledge about the world, past and pres- 
ent, that would set him off as a leader in any company of men 
in the world. It was Garretson who told a Congressional com- 
mittee not long ago, apropos of railroad men and their work, 
that "cowards quit and weaklings die." 


These are the men whom Wall Street will now try to stig- 


matize with every epithet that they think will prejudice the 
American people, for whose minds they have a profound con- 
tempt. The men who act as press agents for Big Business will- 
reap a harvest in the next six months. We can be confident that 
over in Philadelphia Editor Lorimer of the Saturday Evening 
Post is wondering just how he can best' discredit and ridicule 
this new threat to privilege. Perhaps he will get Harry Leon 
Wilson to write a funny piece about it. He is almost sure to 
have a picture showing the railroad workers holding up the coun- 
try or running wild with their engines or taking possession of 
the White House. Watch The Post and see. 


- It develops that the railroad brotherhood's demand for ac- 


tion against profiteering had no relation to the announcement 
of the Plumb plan bill,—in the making of their plans, that is. 
Neither did the unauthorized strike of shop men. It looked a 
little like a clever campaign—first to get all Washington running 
about hi circles' try ing-vainly to find a remedy for high prices, 
and then to throw in the Plumb plan as a solution, with a strike 
frame-up to give the whole thing emphasis and impress the 
politicians with the fact that they are facing a condition and not 
a theory. But it just happened that way. The rank and file of 
railroad workers were getting out of hand and becoming more 
and more restless, more and more insistent that their officers 
show action and get results. The family bills were getting more 
and more on their nerves. < They had listened to the complaints 
of their wives and worried about milk and shoes for the children 
until their patience had gone. The debates on the League of 
Nations had a hollow ring. 
Under the circumstances, they 


didn't care whether the President converted one Republican Sen- 
ator or a dozen./ (If you want the facts about the annual in- 
comes of railroad workers, write to the/ Plumb Plan League at 
Washington-and don't take the word of the men who juggle fig- 
ures for the controlled press). 


Whatever else the Plumb jlan is, It is not an importation 


from Europe, nor an emanation from academic theorists and 
professors, nor a scheme originating with those ^little groups of 
serious thinkers" who run weekly journals in New York.- It 
has no hyphen, recognizes no "ism", has no strain of foreign 
blood in its veins. It is just as native and American as-base ball 
>or a Sunday School picnic or a county fair. It is put forward as 
a bit of American common sense.

It is your business to know whether" 
your President keeps faith with you. 
Your ballot clothes you with certain 
power. 
It imposes upon you a cer- 


tain responsibility. 


The future of this Republic, your 


'freedom from industrial and economic 
bondage, depends upon your clear 
thinking, your independent, courage- 
ous action,—not next year and the 
year after, but NOW.' 


You cannot find your way to free- 


dom under the Roosevelt brand of Re- 
publicanism, which denounced the 
"criminal rich" and maintained a 
working agreement with Morgan and 
Harriman. . 


And you should know by bitter ex- 


perience, that you abandon all hope ot 
emancipation, all hope of real democ- 
racy in government if you follow the 
old reactionary Republican leadership 
that was typified in' the deplorable 
Taft Administration. 


Under those two Republican Ad- 


ministrations private monopoly—of 
which the United States Steel Com- 
pany is the chief prototype—secured 
its strangle-hold upon this govern- 
ment and the industrial life of our 
people. 


During the Roosevelt and Taft Ad- 


ministrations while the cost of pro- • 
duction was steadily reduced by in- 


• ventions, private monopoly doubled 
the cost of living upon the helpless 
public. 


The monopoly control of markets 


resulting in higher and ever higher 
prices for the necessities of life com- 
bined with the increasing power of 
monopoly of government became the 
prominent issue in the presidential 
campaign of 1908. 


It became the dominant issue in 


1910, and upon it the Republicans lost 
the House of Representatives by more 
than 40 majority in the election of 


- that year. 


,- It became the paramount—the sole" 
issue in the campaign of 1912-^and 
Wilson won the presidency on that is- 
sue. 


This was Wilson's specific platform 


promise in 1912:' 


(1) "To vigorously enforce 
the 


criminal, as well "as the' civil law 
against trust officials." 


(2) "To enact such legislation as 


will make it impossible' for private 


monopoly to exist in the United States." 


(3) To give the public substantial re- 


lief from the high .cost of living" by 
"breaking up criminal commercial con- 
spiracies." 


Woodrow Wilson made this platform: 


These were his pledges to the American 
people. 


In his book entitled '"The New Free- 


..dom" published after his campaign he 
says, in the signed preface that there was 
"put together'here in .their right se- 
quences the more suggestive portions of 
my campaign speeches. 


Space forbids extended reproduction. 


I quote enough, .however, to show that he 
understood, that monopoly controlled gov- 
ernment and that he was solemnly pledg- 
ed to break the power of that monopoly 
and restore the^government to the people 
who. elected him. 


He said: 
"We have come to be one of the worst- 


ruled, one of the most completely con- 
trolled and dominated governments in the 
civilized world—no longer a government 
by free "opinion, no longer a government 
by conviction and the vote of the major- 
ity, but a government by the opinion and 
duress of small groups-of dominant men." 


Again he said: 
_ 


"Our government has been for the past 


few years under the control of heads of 
great allied corporations with special in- 
terests." 


And again: 
; 
. 


"The government of the United States 


at present is a foster-child of the special 
interests." 


And.then he promised to destroy the 


monopoly control. He said: 


"I will not live under trustees if I can 


help it. No group of men less than a ma- 
jority has a right to tell me how I have 
got to live in America." 


He made a clear unqualified promise: 
"We will not allow the few to continue 


• to determine what the policy of the coun- 
try is .to be." 


He made it still stronger: 
"I ask who is going to be master of the 


government of the United States 1 _ It has 
a master now,—those who in. combination 
control these monopolies." 


"Idon't care how benevolent the master 


is going to be, I will not live under a mas- 
ter." 


And finally he told the people how easi- 


ly it could be done: 


"So I say, there is nothing very diffi- 


cult about resuming our government. 
There is nothing to appall' us when we 
make up our minds to set about the task." 
' "The way to resume is to resume." 


There you have it. It is so plain that 


there is nothing open to dispute. 
He 


was to do this one thing for the American 
people. He denounced» ours as "one of 
the worst-ruled governments in the civ- 
ilized world"—the "foster-child of the 
special interests." He declared that he 
"would not live under a master." 
He 


promised that the' government should be 
given back to the people. 
He said: 


"There.is nothing difficult about our. re- 
suming our own government; that the 
way to resume was to resume." 


He has not given the government back 


to the people. The power of monopoly 
over government was never stronger. The 
United States Steel Company, the Pack- 
ers' Combine, the Copper Trust, the Oil 


• Trust, the Woolen and Cotton Trusts,— 
all, all of the criminal conspiracies wield 
their mighty power and work their wick- 
ed purposes upon the-American people un- 
restrained. 


"Ah,"—but. some one says,—"Wilson 


had no time1 to fight monopoly. He had 
this great war on his hands." 


Stop and think. Get your blinders off. 


Try to see straight. Don't be a gulL 
. Wilson had been President four years 
before he asked Congress to declare war. 


In all that time he never RAISED A 


HAND "to vigorously enforce the CRIM- 
(INAL law against trust officials." 
' In all that time, with a large majority 
.in both branches of Congress taking or- 


• ders from President Wilson so abjectly 
that the .Congress became known ,as a 
"Rubber Stamp," he wholly neglected "to 
enact such legislation as would make it 
impossible for private monopoly to exist 
in the United States." 


In all that time he gave the public no 


:"substantial relief" and no relief what- 
ever from the "high cost of living" by 
"breaking up criminal commercial con- 
spiracies." 
. 


From the hour that Woodrow. Wilson 


took his oath of office down to the day 
that the European war broke upon the 
world, the trust tyrants were permitted 
to maintain their mastery over us.unhin- 


. dered, and instead of giving us the prom- 


ised "relief" from.the "high cost of liv- 
ing" the Trusts were permitted to increase 
prices upon the poor American consumer 
at win. 


The European war was seized upon by 


the Combinations as the golden oppor- 
tunity to advance prices still higher not 
only upon the Allies, but throughout 1914, 
1915, and 1916, while we were at peace, 
the masters of our markets forced our 
people to pay the war prices they were 
exacting from England and France. And 
through it all Wilson looked on compla- 
cently. 


In 1916 Wilson was re-elected because 


"he had kept us out of war." 


Within just one month after his second 


inaugural he asked Congress to put us 
into war. 


No sooner were we in the war than Mr. 


' Wilson invited the "heads of the allied 


corporations," the "masters of the gov- 
ernment of the United States," our "fos- 
ter parents" to come to Washington and 
take charge of production. 


Did they come under his "selective 


draft?" 


They did come. These "patriots"— 


oame so willingly, that they agreed to 
take charge of the making of contracts 
with themselves at the small salary of a 
dollar a year. They came to assist Mr. 
Wilson in "making the world safe for de- 
mocracy." 


They called themselves "war workers." 


They were. ' They had been war "WORK- 
ERS" for quite a period before we were 
inducted into the war.

•The Sherman Anti-Trust Law declares 


. the formation of a combination to sup- 


press competition and create, or.even at- 
tempt to create monopoly, to be a crim- 
inal act. 


The law provides that: "Every person" 


making "any such contract" or engaging 
in "any such combination or conspiracy" 
and "every person who shall monopolize 
or attempt to monopolize, or combine,ior 
conspire with any other person to mon- 
opolize any part of the trade or commerce 
among the several states" shall be deem- 
ed guilty of a misdemeanor, and subject 
on conviction to Tbe "punished by a fine 
not exceeding five thousand dollars or by 
imprisonment riot exceeding one year." 


That law was on the statute books 


when-Roosevelt was President, and when 
Taft wa* President. It has been the law 


: throughout the seven years that Wilson 
has been, President. 
It is-within the 


power of any president under that law to 
destroy every monopoly in the United 
'States.
